heoreti you on. I speak to yon 
young men, because yo are strong. 
Vou are strong for good or you aro 
sironcfor wrong; you are strong for 
(lod or you arc strong for the world ; 
you are th) hope of our homes, the 
nope of our couiilry, the hope uf llie

I wish tlurefure to address you on 
Ibia occasion : 

I. In vour relation lo society ,iu your 
relation lo the social world. There 
is an adage or saying which we have 
all lieai'il linie and again from the 
very eai lii sl ihiu ii of our rccolleclioii 
ami whicli seems to gain ix>pularily 
aud currency as Uie yeara roll by 
and time ailvances. A saying wbleli 
si range to say wo often lind in the 
inonlhs of gray headed fallieis and 
devoted, loving molhers. A saying 
which if properly interpreted, seeks 
the extenuation of youthful follies 
and youthful excesses, upon the 
specious and illusive plea that there 
must of necessity come in the life of 
every iiiaii who atlains In any degree 
of eniiiieni'e or iiicaMUe of success, a 
period of i every, nf folly and of wild 
excess ; thai tliey must pass through 
this iierlod as an absolute necessity 
in tho development of moral stamina, 
robust intellect and staunch, stalwart 
cliarai tor. 'I'lial as llie rajjing, roar- 
ing lilusl in its wild fury bends the 
tender uaU to tho dust, and iasliestlie 
earth with its branches, It is by that 
meani sending its roots deeper down 
In the earth and fastening its fibres 
firmer in the cavities of the rock, so 
that in after years il may defy the 
storm and laugli in tlie face uf tem- 
pests. So also these excesses and 
vices of youth constitute the moral 
tournament or gymnasium, in which 
tho young knignt must needs engage 
to manufacture moral muscle and 
altnin soul jiowcr as niiiniliuus of 
war with wliicli to meet on vantage 
ground the onsets of evil in tho years 
to conic. How often have you heard 
tlio expression, "Oh I that young 
man will come out all light; he is 
just sowing his wild oats now." 
Than wliich a more pernicious seii- 
tiiueiit never insinuated itself into 
the minds of sober, thinking men 
and women, nor a more fiagrant false- 
hood fabricated i)y the groat fatlier 
of lies. I tell you Ihat just ascertain 
as there is a law of sei|ueiii'C, Ihat 
ell'ect follows cause, llie man who lias 
sown wild oats in youth has mil 
only squandered and prostituted a 
noble part of his proud heritage, bui 
has to tlic extent uf Ids wild oat sow- 
ing rendered liimself less impervious 
and invuiiiorablo tu the liery darls 
of the evil one. I tliank (iod llmi 
his grace is snlUcicnt to lift men and 
tiial it has lifted men from tlio very 
Bliinc pits anddcbthsof degradation, 
who If left lo Ihemselves would have 
descended to tho very bottom of 
besolinent. Tho vices and follies uf 
youth Instead of fortifying llieni 
againit t)ie awaulta of evil in after 



years only paved the way lo deeper 
and darker vices and tilted then to 
lake more fatal and fearful plunges 
iiiiolhc whirlpool of iniquity and 
infamy. 

Way back yonder before tlic an- 
gelic song trembled over the plains 
of I'ellileliem, seven orcighlccntUI'lea 
lii'lure llie slii!plierils sliouted the 
adveiil (if tho promised one, 
we lind a royal inau upon a royal 
throne, alter having sipped at every 
cup of vice taking up hia pen and 
writing those mournful words — 
"Vaiiily of vanities all is vanity." 
"Ili'Jiiii'i' young iiian:iii lliy yoiilli elf " 
And again as lie closes his hislory 
and his life he utters those word's 
Ihat scern lo ooino to us as the wail- 
ing echo of a mournful dirge. "Hear 
the eonclnshm oftho whoie mailer — 
fear (Iiid and keep his I'oniiiiaiiiliiieiils 
fur I his is I lie wiiiile duly of man." 
I'jglilecn hundred years ago we lind 
one greater than Solomon sitting In 
Ills study at Ephesus taking up his 
pen and inscribing these words to the 
cliurcli at (iaiatia, "lie not deceived, 
<iod is not iniii'ked, fur w lialsocver a 
mail Howelli thai shall he also reap." 
Many a young man lo day all over 
the land and especially In our towns 
and cities who la now a moral wreck 
can trace his fall and his ruin 
to what he considered at the 
limo a little iniioceiit s|>orl, 
Sowing wild oats [llul ah irlml it hur- 
e$tl A young inuii eiitvrs faru, a geii- 
leel game, elegant surroundings, well 
dressed company, chances nearly 
even between player and bank, why 
not try fortune in a business like 
game? Tlie lleiigal tiger may bo 
tamed. To Ihe tiger's lieu ! 'I'hc young 
man Is there, be bets and wins. 

Ueautlful tigor, velvet fur, gor- 
geous stripes and bead Iiowcd on ioro- 
paws as ifhalf asleep! Another nighi, 
luck runs fair, the tiger o|>on4 his 
eyes witli adreaniy look asif he lath- 
er likeil llie -linki' Mil lii> vi'lvel liir 
Another nighl, luck varies, losses iil- 
teriiale with gains, now hope, now 
fear la uppermost, tho excitement 
fasciimlcK, the tiger seems nmio rest 
less and changes pn-liire. .So iii^ht 
Colliuvs nighl and game I'ullinvs game 
iinlil llie cM ili'iiii'iil lieniiiii's a pas 
siiiii anil the passion li.\es ibclf into 
u liahil. Tlio time so cunningly 
awaited has come at last, the tiger s 
eyes fi:isli wilii sudden lire ; lii< lips 
i|uivei- and show Ihe teelli ol u leri i- 
hle intent ; a moment mure and a sunt 
falls heavily under lilaleap and 
feels Ills teeth and claws in 
Its viclals. I<'lglitliig the 
tiger! Insane conflict! Who can 
loosen Hint I'liitcli or liold those jaws 
apart '^ Let the liiiihs i(n7/i( ! They 
iinly tear the gashes wider, let the 
iiiiiseles strain, they only send tlie 
blood in I'recr spurts tlirougli the 
thirsting throat ! Kigiiting the tiger I 
Horrible irony, better call il feeuing 
the tiger. Look at tlie bones Ihat by 
liiiiidreds and tlioiisiind- sirew liis 
den, fur tlic tiger is not only faro, but 
every other species of gambling, 
where every noble purpose of life, 
peace of mind, is eaten up and noth- 
ing left but the glinstiy skeletons of 
devoured iiianliood. No wonder 
Geo. Eliol says, and what she says is 
worth hcediiig lierc, "That llie gnm- 
bliiig appetite is more absolutely 
dominant than bodily hnngor, wlileli 
may be ncutrali/.cd by emotional or 
intellectual excilalion, but llic pas- 
sion for watching eliaiiccs iiiillilles 
Ihe Misi eplilililily lo ol her excilal ion. 
In ils linal imperious stage il senius 
llie iinjoyoua aisalpatlon of demons, 
socking lilTeraion on the burning 
marl of perdition." 

Another species of dissipation or 
wild-oul-sowing is perhaps more 
fearfully lalal iliaii gambling; and 
thai is drunkenness, the two howev- 
er are generuily intimately associat- 
ed.

higli life. Don't insult himby warn- 
ing him a^'uinst tlio possible end of 
such a lii'glniiiiig. ills superior 
manliood is a siiiUcicnt gnarantee 
against all such contliigeucles. lie 
is licli'olhed III the fairest and most 
ac ciiniiilished lady ill town, tlio day 
appoiiiled for their iinptials arrives. 
They eiiler Ihe cliiin li, a handsoilie, 
couple ; they stand at the altar or- 
dained and sanctioned by Hoavon. 

He places a gold ring upon her 
finger, u simple band of gold but 
symliolizing to them bolli a band 
wliii'li iiolliing but the hand of deiilli 
can sever. How liapjiy she is in lean 
upou liie arm of such a iiuhie, uliiv- 
alrona man and to look up in his 
face and remember that the baa en- 
trusted her life and hanpineaa to his 
keeping and prelection I Every body 
is saying, "May the radiant siin-lit 
morning Unit wilnesses the mutual 
vow only prove a faithful adum- 
bration of their married Ilfb." She 
goes with proud elastic step and 
thrilling heart to adorn and grace his 
splendid liumo.

(,'aii the denioii nf discoid ever rip- 
ple llieoiirl'ace of a life .so liappy? 
Shall a cloud of sorrow ever shadow 
a sky so serene? Months have pass- 
ed, it is niglit, tlio single stroke of 
the handeoino clock on the mantle 
indicates the hour to be one in the 
morning, lier eyes are red witli walch- 
ing.Slie lis lens in vain for his footfall ; 
if the lliouglit ofiicr girlliood'a home, 
tho peace and happiness that were 
hers In her fkther's splendid home. 
Hashes upon her It Is only for a ino- 
nient and she dismisses the though! 
as unwortliy tier and disloyal to him ; 
slio kisses the ring because it is Ids 
and so renews her pledge of lldelily. 
Years roll by, it is night again, mid- 
night In mid-winter, a lonely, hag- 
gard woman is sliivering before an 
empty grate in a iioorly furnished 
garret. She presses her sick child to 
lieV bosom lo shield its lillle form from 
Hie rigors of a winter's night. Is 
this the beauty who stood amid light 
and musio ana porfkime and received 
as a ipieen miglit from aoourticr the 
vow of liilelily unto death? Then 
surely death ha* come; no not yet, 
he is coming, lie knocks at the door, 
he staggers in, a llond incarnate with 
red. blood-shot eyee.

Vou are liie iluwer of 
our land and the bopeof our country 
Von arc soon to fill the positions of 
honor and Iriisl, your country needs 
yiiii, and I appeal III you on ils be- 
half ijccause you are kti ong. 1 can 
eoucelvo of no iiroiider liii Ih-righi 
than Ihat of an American citizen. 
Columbia, tho nohleat ^ud grandest 
country the sun shine* on, and wliile 
rank Is iiol scoH'cd at, yet Iliere is no 
land ill whii-li merit is mure readily 
recognized and amply rewarded, anil 
where simple rank wlthuul merit is 
regarded as tho Uuiuca's stamp and 
"a man's a man fur a' that and for a' 
that." 

Ill this "land of the free and home 
of the lirave" poverly and ohscurily 
can forge no eliain elrong enough 
to bind an uulrinic lonl.

The ITew Indutriei of a Week- 



The ISaltimore Klanufacturcrs' 
Iteiuril of August l.'i says that as com- 
pared with tlie correspoijding lime 
last year, the Industrial activity of 
Hie South la sjinewliat reniarkable, 
I''rom the Isi of June to November 
16, 1881, the weekly list of new enter- 
pri-ics organized in the Soiitli, as pub- 
lished in Ihe Maiiiifai'liirers' Itooord, 
was very short, occnpying only from 
acoluinii and a halt to tliree columns, 
avaragiiig about two and a half col- 
ninns u week. Since the 1st ol Juno 
this year tills list has been running nt 
from four lo six columns a wejk, or 
fully doiilile Ihe space occupied (lur- 
ing Hie same moiilii of 1881, Mow 
that large corn and cotton crops are 
considered sure, arrangements are 
being made for a much greater ac- 
tivity in tho organization of new en- 
terprises thuii has yet been seen. The 
second wee!; cl'Aii^usi shows up 
with quite a long list of important 
induatriet Just organized. In Ala- 
bama the nimor leiMrted last week 
of a flour mill to be built In Uirniing- 
liam Is confirmed by the purchase of 
a site for a .|10,tXX) mill, the full capi- 
tal liaviiig lieeii subscribed ; Hie t'al- 
cra Land Co., the organization of 
wiiich, wltli a subscribra oapltal of 
f'iOO,000, was reported last week, It is 
rumored will erect an irou furnace 
iind a cotton seed oil mill; Hunts- 
viile « compress lias been built; at 
Calera a tiairrel and stave factory and 
a brick yard aro to bo established ; at 
Georglana another saw mill has been 
put up; Jouesborough and Ilance- 
vlUo are receiving the machinery for 
their new grist and saw mills, while 
Montgomery has decided to sjiend 
^'200,(XXl,'ir as nnicli Hiereof as may be 
necessary, lo build water-works, 
Klprida reports a |5Q,000 gaa and elec- 
tric light company organized at Or- 
liindu ; a lirii k yard, saw and grist 
mills, .tc. tieorgia has organized a 
■t.'iO,i)00 railroad 'coiistructiou com- 
pany ; |2(MKK). Ihe full capital, has 
been subscribed tor a new fertilizer 
factorv at Newman, previously re- 
ported as being worked up; (7,000 is 
lieing spent to enlarge a lithograph- 
ic establisliinciit, and iiiaciiincry for 
Albany's compress is nearly ready, 
while a number of railroad compa- 
nies have asked to be incorporated. 
Kentucky hag a $300,000 cable rail- 
way macliincry company, a |100,(I00 
gas macliine company, and a l|lf)0,(XX) 
gas company, organized during Hie 
week, besides smaller enterprises. A 
^10,000 glass manufacturing company, 
and a 115,000 water works coinpaiiy 
have been organized In Maryland, 
while arrangements aro being made 
tor establishing a hosiery factory in 
the same State.

rbe Clroamttaaeaa Which Tend to Induoa 
Hyoplo Vlftlon, 

"Myopia, or near sight," says » 
Pittsburgh physician, "is cansod by 
poor light, the Improper direction of 
it, stooping or drooping the bead, 
liolding tha eyea too near the object 
and using them too continuously upon 
piiiil, writing, etc. I could pile up 
statistics to prove that education is the 
cause of myopia, but every weli-Ln- 
fiiruieil layuiHD knows il. Hut it is 
not ediicutioa particularly; it is llie 
vicious way in which it is acquired, 
and it is plain that all the causes I have 
enumerated mav be removed by an In- 
telligent schooi board and thuiiglilfiil 
tuucliers. Une of Uie most pernicious 
practices in some pnblio schoois, and 
one calcniated to develop more eye dis- 
eases than an army of oculists can 
control, la that otrequiring such a viust 
amount of writing of lessons by the 
little ones. Writing in pour liglil is 
worse than reading, because tlic paper 
must lie upon the desk, which docs not 
slope enough, tMs ' cansVng stooping 
uuil bringing the eyes too near it. The 
light falls upon it obliipiely, anil is re- 
llecled ill such a way that much uf the 
illumination is loat Every letter must 
be looked at as written, which is not the 
c!i.s« in reading. 

l lie right side is turned toward the 
desk, and the paper Is placed obliipiely, 
which causes lipping of the head to Hie 
left and n diirurencc in tlie distance of 
the two e\ es from Hie point of the pen. 
As results, many children have a difl'er- 
ent foeus in each eye; one eye is used 
for reading and tile olher turns out- 
ward; one shoulder becomes higlier 
than the other, the splnogots twisted 
and curved, the chest Is developed on one 
side and is contracted on the ulhei'. and 
other evils beside eye nn'ecliuii< :ui i'. 
Myopia is the most coniniun disonK r 
iiiilueed by close eye work, hiil \, iy 
many olher diseases are lirmight on by 
it, and any congenital defect, such as 
far siglit and irregular curvature of the 
cornea and lens, is niaile a]i|iarent and 
reipiire^ eurrection hefore llie ey es e;in 
be ahiised, as thev are abused in our 
public schools. Vou know now why 
so many children wear glasses, and 
wliv so many general pnietitioners aro 
pull ngoiil signs :is ui iili^ls, Inil I niiist 
lell you that 1 rarely order glasses foi 
liltio folks, becauau in many eases these 
tend lo develop the very disease they 
areexpeeli d lo cure. It is a tlionsnnd 
limes lieiier to relieve the eye strain by 
re t and a little medicine than to mount 
k pair of apeotaole*."— (U()t«ryA

Iteturna from the cholera infected 
AUtrlots of Spalu show the ai^t""! 
number of new caaea ou Saturday to 
have been 4,076, and tS>e total num- 
Iwr of deaths fi-om the disease, 1,758. 
The plague has made iU appearance 
at Darccloiia, where 23 cases and 16 
deaths are reported. Some of the 
luosli I '.wdea houses have hcoii empt- 
ied mill llieir tenants tcmporurily 
Iml^feil a lew miles outside of llio 
eity. 'I'll!' luibiie liuildings are dis- 
infecteil daily. Tlie epideiiiie is still 
ravaging in tiraiiada. but is decreas- 
ing In the otiier Sontberii provinces. 

UAUSEILUES. 

Mabsbillu, Aug. 16.— There 
were twenty-aeven deaths in this city 
to-day from cliolera. At the I'haro 
Hospital nineteen cases were admltt- 
od and aovon died while scveuly 
remain under treatment. 

Tliiie were tliirly-four deaths 
IVoiii i liolera liere Sai'.irday. 

M.uii.-iii. Aii^'. 17.— 'I'lie places in 
Spain ill wliicli llie pi iiicipal increase 
ofCliolcra occurred yesleiilay.as cinii- 
pared witli Kriday last, were Tarra- 
gona, and Vallodolid. Ill llie I'oinier 
place llierc were yeslenlay 77 new 
cases and 10 deatlis. The olUclal re- 
tnrns show tliat in Grenada the dis- 
ease has reached its hight and re- 
mains autionary ; in Albaccto yes- 
terday there were 28 new caaea and 
23 deaths, in Castellon de la Plana 22 
new catea and 17 deaths, 1» Cuenea 
164 new cases and 32 deaths, in Tern- 
el 46 new cases and 32 deaths, in Val- 
encia 82 new cases and 49 deaths and 
in Madrid 20 new cases aud 2 deaths. 
All of these returns show decreases 
in the numbers of both new cases and 
deatlis.

17.— There have 
been 10!) deatlis from cholera in Ihis 
city since Friday. Tliere were Iweii- 
ty-four deaths from cliolera in Mar- 
seilles to-day, and lifly-lwo new cases 
were reported. 

Thirty deaths from cholera have 
occurred in Salon and illteen in two 
neighboring towns. 

Mabbbilles, Aug. 18.— Twelve 
deatha from cholera oconrred in Sa- 
lon to-day and onedeatb in Aubagne. 

Twenty-seven deaths from cholera 
vera reported in Marseilles to-day. 

The cholera is spreading in the 
suburban village. A whole family 
has died of cholera at St. Loup. 

UoMB, Aug. 18.— A commisslonei- 
lias been appoiiiled lo examine llie 
liospitttls of Konio aud to take 
iiicasiires to meet a possible epidemic 
of cholera. 

JlAiiitii), Aug. 18.— Returns 
show that in the whole of Spain yes- 
terday there were 1,830 new eases 
of cholera, and 1,718 deaths.

Up to yesterday evening no cine bad 
been obtained to lead to the dlaeoT- 
cry of the daatardly perpetrator of 
the deed, though Mr. Thompaon haa 
suspicions as to the identity of the In- 
cendiary. 

A large crowd turned out to the 
liio, notwithslandiug the early hour 
and the lire engine reached the scene 
in a siiort time, but too late to do any

The ostlinatos for the C. U. R., 
from llopkinsville to the Tiijrj; Co. 
line, by way of Bullcview and Bry- 
ant's Station, have been completed. 
The aggregau ia a little over 132,000, 
or about lis,700 per mile. The line 
is a flnt-olass one in every respect, 
and if our neighboring county of 
Trigg wants a railroad there is no ex- 
cuse left for holding back. Tbe esti- 
mates are for a standard gauge road 
and lirsl-class work and material. 
The inlcrscrlion with the I., A. & T.

000. This is on tbe baals of free la- 
bor. If we are correctly iiiforiiicd, 
convict labor would reduce tbe cost 
fully one-thii-d. If we cannot build 
the road a> these llgures, we are too 
poor to need it— too poor in enterprise 
and too poor in resources to deserve 
it. Now let us put up or shut up. 



The Prooaedingi of the Ooronn't 
InqMit. 

On last Tuesday, the 18th Inat., two 
sudden deaths occurred about Ave 
miles north of the city, on the Green- 
ville road. One was a colored child 
named Patsy .lane Itobinson and the 
other a culorcd woman iiaiiicd Kstlier 
Holland. The child was «iveii a 
while |)owder cai ly in Ihe inoniin;; 
by its grandinothcr, Sallie Norsiiij^er, 
and died in an hour. The powder 
was hiippciscd to lie i|iiihinc. The 
woman Iv^lhrr lldllaiid ilniiii},' Ihe 
day borrowed the same bolllo of med- 
icine and took it homo with her, near 
by and look a doso from It and she 
too died ill a short time thereafter. 
On Wednesday Coroner Kelly was 
notided and held Inquests over ibo 
dead bodies, the verdicts of the Juries 
being herewith given. 

A i'iiii.d's last IkisK. 
The jury being enipancled Sallie 
Niirsiiijfcr was sworn and staled: 
"I am over .'ill years old and am the 
wile of Itill N'oi'singer (sometimes 
pronounced Narseen). We live on 
Ibe Ureunvillr road, about 5 miles 
from Ilopkiusville and have lived 
hereabout IS years. The dead cliild 
wsB named I'atsy Jane Itobinson and 
was the daughter of Delle and .loe 
Itobinson and wm my graiid-daugh- 
l«r, her mother being my daughter. 
Ilurmotlier, Belle, died, Ithiuk, In 
March '84. at Mr. Frank Ilolloway's, 
south of llopkinsville. Patay Jane 
was about 0 years old. She dietl at 
my house nlioiit 7 o'clock a. m., Aug. 
18th, ISa'>. She was not a sloul child 
and was generally coiiiplainiii^r. 
bill last week she complained 
iiioi'c of her breast lliaii ii^iial. I.ate 
in the al'tcniooii Monday slie bad a 
I'hill and I put licr to lied. She got 
lip about snn-np Tuesday inorning 
and caiiie ont docrs where I was gel- 
ling breakfast and said her bead was 
burling lier very bad and I told her 
lo go back and go to bed and I would 
give here some quinine. I went to 
ihu truukof my daughter. Belle Uob- 
insuu, deoeaaed. and got out a bottle 
or medicine Which I thoagbt was 
qnlnlue and took about three grains 
and mixed It up witli angar and gave 
it to her, but she spit II out I then 
took about three grains and flxed it 
up ill water and Hhe look it. She 
went in the hiiiisc and went to bed 
and I went on ^'Clling lireakl'ast. In 
ten III' liflcen niiniilcs I went In and 
found her l,\ ill)! on her all-fours on 
the floor and 1 put her in bed ami 
covered her np and went bai k to th*^ 
kilclion. Soon after I heard a curi- 
ous noise bill thoiigbt it wa« another 
of the children and shortly after- 
wards I beard Palsy scream out "Oli 
Ixirdl" and my husband and I ran in 
and found hersUnding up in bed 
stiir. We laid her down and ahe 
said her legs hurt Iter and that sho 
wassuflbring mightily. Bbe uked 
fur water and I gave her two toa- 
spoonsful of water and she then be- 
gan lo froth at Ibo mouth and had 
one slight spasm and died. She 
lived about one hoiir alter I gave he 
the niedieine. She did not swell np 
till last night and ilieii only a Utile. 
My daughter left loin' eliildren when 
she died and 1 look lliein. I'alsy was 
the oldest. Ilclle had a Inink and 
brongbl it home with inc. 1; ''ad iu 
it Ihe bollle of medicine Igave Palsy 
yesterday. Belle told me before slie 
died that it was (|uinlne to break the 
chills on Ibe cblldreu. Tito bottle 
staid in the trunk iu my house from 
tlie time I brought it tiiere till yes< 
terday and it waa not taken out until 
I took It out" 

Bill Norslngor, husband of Sallie 
Xursinger, corroborated the state- 
nientsofhis wife. Tlie Jury then 
took tlie case and returned the fol 
lowing verdict :

slie bad some quinine and would 
send It to her if she » ould send for ll. 
Mother went there to get the quininei 
When mother started Sallie told her 
It was In the trunk but they found 
the bottle on the mantel with about 
a lablespoonful of something whito 
like quinine in it Mother took tlie 
bottle home with her and took' what 
was iu it, about 5 o'clock. Soon 
afterwards I came to the house 
from the tobacco patch and she was 
smoking and complaining of her head 
switniiiiiig and she got up and lay 
down and asked for water and for 
some one to fan her and said her legs 
hurl her. She soon got speechless 
and died about dusk. She had three 
spasms, and died in tiiu lasloiie. She 
swelled considerably after she died. 
Martha and Sallie werealwavs friend- 
ly." 

Ann IIoiland,agod22, daugbter-in- 
law of the dead woman, corroborated 
Kitty Uoliand's statomeuta and add- 
ed that Ibe old woman said the med- 
icine was very biller and she smoked 
to take the taste out of her mouth, 

The Jury returned the following 
verdict : 

IT WAS STIlVrnsiNK. 

"We tbo jury find the dead body to 
be that of ICslhcr Holland, and that 
she died al her homo in Cbristiuii 
county, on Aug. 18lb, and that her 
death was caused by something (sup- 
posed to be strychnine) she took for 
<iulnlue, and which she took as medi- 
cine, and which wu given her by 
Sallie Norslngor aa quinine, and we 
Und that said Sallie Norstnger was 
not guilty of any felonious intont In 
giving Bald Iwtlle and contents lo 
said Esther Holland.

"I'll never forget the flnt time I ran 
Into a drove of peooaries," aaid an Krlo 
locomotive engineer, recalling some ot 
bis experienoeg. 

"A drove of poocariost" laid tlie re- 
porter, and hi8 tone miut have grntod 
on the engineer, for he leplied, testily: 

"Yea, a drove of peooariesi You'll 
admit, Is'pose, that there arepeocaries 
Didn't yov ever bear that they ran in 
drovcaP" 

••Oh. i;ertainlyl" said tho reporter. 
"Ihil they're down in South America, 
Mi>\iuo, or Central America, somo- 

whurc.'" 

'■Are tliuy? Thank you!" said the 
engineer. '•Diil you .s'pnso I thuuirht 
they were roolin;; 'munii in this riiil- 
iiKiii MiiclH Iluil you an idea that I 
lueaut tlicy were uhiuiug tbo beechnut 
and the acorn up along Ihu Erie linoP 
I itnow where peccaries arc, andlthlnlt 
I oufjht to. And it wnsn't in South 
Anieiiua, Mexico, uor Central Ainerii'a 
thai I met 'em, noilher. It was in 
'I'exu.s, and, us I said before, I'll never 
for<:ut tho first time I ran into a drove 
of 'em." 

"I hail f;one down to take a job on a 
Texas railroad, like a n;ood tnaiiy other 
Miii-headed I'ailroader.s from the North. 
I didu'l know any mure about Te\a<j 
than — well, than you do, but I went 
down there to mn a train, and I thoneht 
I oonld do it I got a passenirer train, 
andhad atireman wlio was from tlio 
North. I liiid got the liani,' of the roud 
■ fairly, and w as blling along one day 
t!irou{;h a piuee of woods when all of 
a sudden niy !ii'eiiinn hoUeis: 

"Jewhillikiii.s! yonder'* a drove of 
hogi*)n the track!" 

"Suro euougli, about three train 
lengths aiiead was a big drove of the 
ugliest looliing hogs I ever saw. They 
were tailing their time in walking 
•cross the track. At first I thou;;ht 
I'd sock on the brakes and try to slop, 
but on second thought I muiiu up my 
mind that it would be safer to cut 
through the drove with full head on. 
I pulled her wide open and let the 
whistle sing. Of course, I thonght the 
sound of the whistle would scare the 
ho;;s and likely cause them to scatter 
and make un opening for mc. Ilut the 
minute they heard the sound tbuy all 
stopped dead, and the ones that'had 

f;ot off of the track came erowdini; 
lack to get on aijain. Kvcry h(i|.' bris- 
tled up and showed tight, and when I 
struck 'em they were standing there 
like a wail to roceire me. Of course 
the engine knoclted 'em riglit and left, 
and cut a swath through the drove liki 
a red-hut iron through a piece of bill- 
tor, but the ones tiiat were left Hew 
liert'oiy at the wheels of the ears as 
they i)ft.sse(l. and were cnislicd to 
death by the do/.eii. When we gut 
through them I looked back, and there 
stood tlie remnant of the drove, as dO" 
tiunt a.s ever. 

" 'Well.' says I to my fireman, 'is 
that grit?' 

" 'Is ItP' says he. 'Is No. 4 sandpaiier 
grltP" 

•"Funny looidng hogs, ain't they?' 
iaysL 

"'No Berkshire in 'em, you bet,' 
■ays he. 

"So when we got to the next station 

I says to the age ill : 

"'I ran into a ilniM' o' siinii'biidv's 
hogs back yonder, and killed a couple 
o' dozen of 'cm. I s'pose we'll (ind out 
whose they are when the suit for dam 
niges comes in to the cinnpany.' says I. 
as I pulled out. The a<;i>iil just laitl 
down and howled, aud I wondered 
what ailed Mm. When we got to the 
end of the run I was telling a native 
railroader about the drove of Ugly hogs 
and he says: 

" 'Oh! that's nawlhin'. Them's 
peo'rics. Lucky vc didn' t stopyor tr^n. 

" 'WhyP' says I. 

" 'Why!' says lie. 'Waal, ef ye had 
a staw|H.'d them itrcc'ries 'd a bounced 
inter yer cab ipiicker'n a I'ranliily kin 
kill a mouse, an' lliiid ;i chawed ye up 
thrum jer cow-lick down to yer last 
bunion. Then thud a s'rounded them 
cars, an' the fust galoot that opened a 
door thud a chsweit him up. Arter a 
day or so the conip'iiy 'd a missed the 
ruin un' 'd u sent another ingine out 
to look it up, an' when the inginecr 
found it uu' staw|)ed his ingine to hook 
on to it, them pcc'rics 'd a bounced on 
his ingine an' chawed him up, an so 
it'd a gone on, an' the business o' the 
toad 'u a suffered.' 

'"According to. that,' says I, 'the 
peccary must be a pusher.' 

" 'Got more vim in him,' says the 
native, 'than aiv other (dtUen o'^Tenf 



'copt the centipede. You ninstii't fur- 
»it to meet the centipede, iic'li iiiako 
VI' lau^'h. 'I'he pee'ry's jrot :i nieiunry 
longer' n tlirimi h'yer to New Orleans, 
loo, an' the chances is lliat uiu'li me*il 
them felici's ajgin that ye sec to-diiy. 
Mind ye, nowf Don't stawp yer in- 
gine.' 

" .Snro as guns, when we went liaek 
ncxx day, there in the very same spot 
was the" remnant of the drove of pec- 
caries. 

" 'Waitin' fur us, by gravy!' said niy 
lircniaii. 

••.So they were. As we tore down 
on 'em they braced up ami niei us face 
to face. They sprang at the win els. 
grabbed at the side rods, and fought 
every truck in the train as the c:irs 
passed them. A dozen or more of 
them were killed. The peccaries didn't 
follow us, but when we went back on 
the next trip, there, at the same spot, 
was posted all that was left of the 
drove, evidently wailing to revenge the 
ilcaih of their companions. The drove 
was rciliiccd to twelve. Tlie twelve 
planled themselves .si|uareon the track, 
faciii;; us. aud never moveil an inch a;- 
we dashcil upon 'em aud scatlereil 'em 
right and left along tho rails. Looking 
back nflcr the train had pas.sod the 
spi t, we saw one solitary pecc:iry left 
alive out of the drove, i told Ihe 
native, at the end of the run, about the 
pcrsi-stent pluck of tlie iiccoarios and 
about kiili.ig them all but one. 

•• •! don't s'pose we'll sec him nga n.' 
said I. 

" 'Oh, he'll bo tbur!' said the native. 
■Ye kin bet a bucket o' liquor ho'll be 
thar! Pcc'rics don't know setch a 
thing as backin' out of a light. 'le'U 
bo thai'.' 

"And he was there. We cntihl see 
him for a mile ahead of tis, » In n we 
went b:ii'k ue.\t day, standing pluinli in 
I lie middle of the li ack. nr. rallier. 
sipiallingon his hauuclies. wiiiling for 
Us. It sc I'lueil ;l pity in run lliludown. 
lie 1'1'se 111 his feel as we drew near 
liiui ami rushed forward to meet us. 
t he engine struck him and hurled hini 
,ifly feel out into the woods. Wo had 
linisheil Ihe drove. 

••i fciiind out a good many things 
;iliiiui llic peccary before I left Texas, 
'rii.'ie wiis a time" when nothinff would 
kill a peccary but tlie poisoneu arrows 
iif llie I'cMti'iil .\nit iiean Indians, luil 
that was liefurc the cl;i_\s nf Winclie,ii'r 
rilles. A bullet from a Winehcsicr is 
just searching enough to liud a pec- 
i':ii'>'s vitals, but the range don't want 
to be too long. When a man goes out 
liiinlii.; peccaries he doesn't trp 
li^rl.lly through the forest, and. sti ulinii 
iipiiii Ihe uii.suspeclinir g;iine. bring it 
iowu with h s unerring rille. No. noi 
when be hunts peccaries. If he did. 
nineteen seconds after he tired Iiis lirsi 
dull lie wiiiiM be aiiporlinned mil 
lUMit-i; the drnve in two-iiiuu'e lots, 
buttons, boots and baggage counted in. 
The daring peccary hunter shins up u 
tali tree, mar where the eharmme 
creature will more than likely mh i. 
('(line to feed on acorns or mast. Tin 
pecc;iry li:is but mie virtue he l ati'l 
cl'iiih a tree. I'erelied safely ml : 
limb, tbo brave huntsman wails for tin 
peccary's coming, aud when the drov, 
comes trotting and grunting along be- 
neath him. he sends a bullel tliroiii.-li 
pecc;ii','s heart. 'J'he wotiudeil pt'c- 
carv lie down at once, lie know 
ju 1 wlial's the matter. He turns hi- 
gliiii'i'iiig Lead of an eye up to thi 
huiilcr. and dies without uttering u 
siiiind On!? peccary killed out of u 
drove, the liunier must have aniniiuii 
timi enough to kill all the rest or pri.

and sea. presents an animated and 
cheerful scene compared with the ni- 
ter dcsiilatiiiii lliat reigns iH^rpetiially 
in Autartt.c waters.— .V. 1'. &'««.
